WEST PASSES 
AT WINNIPEG 


| Wm. F. Alloway Dies Sun- 
day Morning in 79th 
Year

WINNIPEG, Feb. 3.—Pioneer of the 
western plains, who became inter- 


nationally Known in banking circles 
and for his charitable endeavors, Wm, 
F Alloway, 79, died in the hospital 
here Sunday morning, following a 
protracted illness. 

Mr. Alloway had been ill for about 
three months and he was removed 
to the hospital about three weeks ago, 
| his condition critical. 

Mrs, Alloway predeceased him sev- 
eral years ago and there are no in- 
timate relatives, Mr. Alloway being 
the last of his Ine. 

The funeral will be held Tuesday 

afternoon, with public service at St, 
| John's cathedral, Interment will be at 
St, John's cemetery. 

Contrary to his boyhood ambitions 
which leaned toward the professions, 
Wm, F, Alloway, after some years as 
a soldier, amateur veterinarian, buyer 
of horses for the government and 
freighting contractor in young Win- 
nipeg, finally became a banker, He 
entered tha banking business in 1878 
|} and was joined by H. T. Champion 
the following year. The partner died 
in 1916 and Mr. Alloway transferred 
his business to the Bank of Commerce 
in 1923, but remained in personal 
charge under the arrangement up to 
the time of his death, 


Born in Ireland 


Born in Ireland in 1851, the son of 
Captain Arthur William and Mary 
Alloway, he came to Canada with his 
pagsnts as an infant of three. The 
| fe@iily setled at Hamilton, Ont. fe- 
| moving two years later to Montreal, 
where Mr. Alloway spent his boyhood, 

When he was 19, he joined the 
Wolseley expedition when it left for 
the troubled Red River settlement and 
| when that early fracas had been set- 

tled, remained in Manitoba. With the 
| Jate’ Hon, James McKay, he went {nto 

the freighting business, This firm 

| played a part in providing provisions 
and supplies to workers during con- 
struction of railways at that time. 

The Winnipeg foundation, a fund 
to provide annually sums of money 
for benevolent purposes was con- 
ceived by Mr. Alloway and established 
by act of the Manitoba legislature tn 


1921, Mr. Alloway made to it the 
first gift of $100,000 in government 
| bonds. In May 1927, this was followed 


by the sum of $850,000 from the estate 
of the late Mrs, Alloway. 

Further gifts from Mr. Alloway have 
been made since that time, Mr. Allo- 
way martied in 1878, Elizabeth Me- 
Laren of Ottawa, who died in 1927, 
child died in early infancy.

‘Asks Amendment 
T'o Trustee Act 


First reading has been given in the 
legislature to amendment to the 
Trustee Act, introduced by Hon. J. P. 
Lymburn, attorney general, which is 
designed to give power to trustees, 
| when any right to subscribe for securl- 
ties in any company is offered to them 
to apply capital money in exercise of 
the right or to renounce or assign the 
right to any person including a béne-

RESOURCES AND REVENUE 
For the year ending last March, Brit- 

| ish Columbia had a deficit amounting to 
nearly three and a half million dollars, 

British Columbia has had control of 
| the natural resources since the creation of 
| the province, and has administered these 
| for revenue purposes. It has a provincial 
| liquor sales system with a turnover of a 
| million dollars a month. Residents of the 
| province admit without argument that 
| they are taxed “plenty,” and in ways 
| which are also plenty. 


Yet the finance ministers of British | 


Columbia have not had an enviable time 

trying to make the income keep pace with 
the outgo, and there are numerous pre- 
cedents on the record for last year's fail-

| There is a moral in this for the legis-

| lation. Money does not come out of land 
| or coal mines, but out of pockets. The

PASSING THEM ALONG? 


Officials and taxpayers of other 
western cities may be interested in the 
statement of Mayor Gibbons of Port 
Arthur that “transportation will be pro- 
vided to workers gpeing to a job” from 
that city to some other. point. 

That may only mean that men at Port 
Arthur who have secured work elsewhere 
will be assisted in the way mentioned. Or 
it may mean that Port Arthur is reviving 
the once more or less common practice of 
distributing railway tickets among idle 
men and telling them to board the train 
and try their luck somewhere else. 

One reason why the Dominion Govern- 
ment should take a hand in dealing with 
unemployment is that the federal auth- 
‘ority could effectively prevent one city 
thus “unloading”’ its idle men upon other 
centres. Provincial authority cannot deal 
with that cut-throat policy in the same 
effective way: 


UP TO MUSSOLINI 


Italy apparently holds the balance of 
power at the naval conference at London. 

Britain and the United States would 
have little trouble in reaching an agree- 
ment on “parity” as between themselves. 
They have no intention of fighting, nor of 
preparing to fight. 

But Britain cannot ignore the naval 
armaments of continental Evropean 
countries. To do that would be to put 
itself under dominance of any country 
which maintained a powerful fleet in the 
Mediterranean. or the North Atlantic. 

France could undoubtedly be per- 
suaded to scale down its sea forces, in 
proportion with the reduction of those of 
Britain and the United States, if these 
were the only possible enemies France 
had to consider. But France is not sure 
what is involved in Italy’s demand for a 
navy as powerful as its own. If Mussolini 
will give satisfactory assurance to France 
on that score, an all-round reduction in 
armaments may be looked for with 
confidence. But unless he does so the 
whole reduction program may be dead- 
locked. 


BUILD ‘ANOTHER HIGH SCHOOL 


Edmonton high school buildings pro- 
vide twenty-two class rooms,, but the 
school board is conducting sixty-nine high 
school classes. 

That sufficiently establishes the point 
that the building of new high schools in 
Edmonton is due, and long over-due. We 
,yhave apparently reached the condition 
where make-shifts will no longer avail. 

The adoption of a definite and com- 
prehensive building program certainly 
cannot be longer postponed if pupils are 
to be given uniformly favorable accommo- 
dation, and if children are to be encour- 
aged to continue from the public into the 
high schools—or even if they are not to be 
positively discouraged from doing so. 

A new high school building should be 
in readiness for opening when the schools 
resume after the summer holidays next 
September. If that is to be the case, there 

have to be some fast work in making 
the preliminary arrangements so that 
construction can start as soon as spring

Beau (Richard) Nash, “King of Bath,” who promoted the fame of the 
waters and amusements, died February 3, 1761. It might well be said that 
| Beau Nash lived 200 years before his time; also that he represents one-of the 
| earliest examples of that iype of mind which of later years has provided the 
blic with amenities and amusements on the colossal 
scale. Were he with us today he would, probably, be 
staging the world's fight championship, or organizing 
the pleasures of a Le Touquet. In a@ great measure 
that is what he did at Bath 200 years ago. He was a 
member of the Temple when his abilities in this di- 
rection first asserted themselves. Selected by the stu- 
dents to superintend the pageant they were staging for 
the benefit of William III, he did it so well that Wil- 
liam wanted to knight him, Then, one fine day in 
the annals of Bath, he arrived in that city, only re- 
cently rendered fashionable as a health resor' by Queen 
Anne. Nash could not have drifted into a fitter place 
for the display of his talents. Conditions were the 
worst imaginable. Lodgings were mean and dirty and 
the prices exorbitant; chairmen were rude and uncontrolled; in fact the ne-

Unemployment insurance, he urged, 
wes a national problem. There was 
a constant migration of labor from 
one province to another and under 
this circumstance !t would be difficult 
for one province to adopt the scheme 
and the remainder fail to agree with | 
it. 

“I do think we should pledge our- 
selves to the principle and ask the co- 
operation of the Dominion government 
and try also to get other provinces to 
agree to it,” he sald. “After all, the 
burden of unemployment ought not to 
be born by the individual. He has no 
control over production, the market or 
the job, He is a mere cog in the 
wheels of industry, employed when 
there is a demand for his labor and 
unemployed when his services are no 
longer required.” 

Society, he argued, then ought to) 
bear the burden and if society as it} 
was at present constituted could not} 
solve the problem, then society must | 
be re-organized, The problem must | 
be solved. | 

“Progressive thought, humanitartan- 
ism and vital abpreciation and concep- 
tion of human values will demand a 
solution to the problem,” he said. “I 
think there is sufficient intelligence 
and knowledge in the world today to 
find a solution, providing specialists in 
this line of thought were given an op- | 
portunity to do so. | 

Bad Propaganda | 

“There can be no doubt but that | 
the revolutionary propaganda could 
ask to be provided with no better 
argument than to be able to say that 
not only is the present organization 
unable to assure to the workers con- 
tinuity of employment, but it refuses 
the assistance which is considered 
necessary by a-state of affairs for 
which they have no responsibility be- 
cauce they have no share in industrial 
control.” 

Conditions existing in some mining 
districts he characterized as “deplor- 
able.” There was to be found poverty, 
misery and distress. Why? Because 
miners could not produce enough? No. | 
The industry was found to be racked 
by the ills of over-production. It had 
been said that coal production was 
well maintained.

Steps to Halt Plans, | 
Says Blatchford 


That the government will not take | 
any steps to halt its plan fon the} 
wrecking and clearing away of the! 
Penitentiary buildings, was announc+ 
ed this morning by K. A, Blatchford, | 
M.P, for East Edmontoa, who has 
just returned from a vist} to the east 

Mr, Blatchford said that since his 
return to the city he had seen Mayor 
Douglas and Commissioner Mitchell, 
and discusced with them the repre- 
sentations that had been made sug- 
gesting the preservation of the build- 
ings in view of their presumed value 
for factory purposes, Subsequently a 
wire was sent to the Hon, Charles 
Stewart and a reply was received this 
morning to the effect that the wreck- 
ing should proceed in accordance with | 
the original agreement made with the 
city. 

In consequence W. J. A. Mustard, 
K.C., will immediately carry on with 
the application now before the court, 
asking on behalf of the Dominion 
government, for an eviction order 
agains| the Big Four Storage Co,, tn 
order that the government may regain 
possession of the buildings. 

Buildings Condemned 

“There are several reasons,” said 
Mr, Blatchford, “why the work should 
be gone on with as intended. In the 
first place the buildings have been | 
absolutely condemned by government | 
inspectors. Secondly, the city of Ed- 
monton has for long petitioned the 
government to clear the property, to 
donate a portion as a park and to 
utilize the other so that it will go 
back on the tax roll, This is now be- 
ing done, The government ts giving 
the city some 25 acres for the purpose 
of an athletic park, also disposing of 
the portion facing Jasper avenue for 
residential purposes, on which there 
will be building restrictions. All this 
will help towards the development of 
what should eventually be one of the 
finest driveways in the west, leading 
through the heart of the city to the 
Highlands. The government 1s also 
compelling the mining to stop, which | 
has always been a sore point with the | 
city.” 

Mr, Blatchford drew attention to the | 
fact that a town-planning commis- 
sion was now operating in the city. | 
“There is every reason to believe,” he 
pointed out, “that the commission will 
object very much to the creation of 
an industria] area In the heart of the 
city. However, the main point ts 
that the buildings have been con- 
demned. Owing to the mining that 
has been carried on in the vicinity, 
it would be most unsatisfactory for 
heavy industrial work. Personally I 
am most opposed to the buildings re- 
maining as a detriment to that por- 
} tion of the city. I am given to un- | 
| derstand that the city ts quite ready | 
| to proceed with the work of demoll-

Jury's Verdict 

The jury's verdict, in full, was as | 
follows 

“We, the jury, formed 
into the death of Mrs, Ruth Olsen 
find as follows: (1) That Mrs, Ruth 
Olsen died from general peritonitis, 
following an abdominal operation 
performed at the General hospital, | 
Edmonton, on January 24, 1930; (2) 
That the said peritonitis was a di- 
rect result of a side-towel being left 
in the upper part of the abdominal 
cavity. The towel in question is not 
one of those towels used as an tn- 
ternal pack or swab, [ternal packs 
and swabs are of different fabric and 
have tapes about three feet long ate | 
tached. The towel found in the body 
of the deceased was one known as 
a side-towel and used for external 
purposes only and had not tape at- 
tached 

“It would appear from the evidericr 
that this towel was placed in the 
abdominal cavity in conjunction with | 
the pack during the progress of the 
operation and failed to come out 
when the pack was withdrawn and 
from the position of the body could 
not be observed, 

“We are unable to state how the 
towel was introduced together with 
the pack, but we can find no evidence 
of carelessness or negligence in the 
conduct of the operation, We find 
that the operation itself was skillfully 


to inquire 


“We would suggest that the hos- 
pital authorities look into the advisabtl- 
ity of placing side-towels in a separate 


saline solution to that containing 
packs and swabs which are used 
internally. 


“In conclusion, the attending sur- 
geons were mystified at the cause 
of death and are to’ be commended 
on their promptness in asking the 
permission of the deceased's relatives 
to hold a post-mortem examination 

Explains Operation 

Dr, Chatham, who performed the 
operation, was on the stand for nine- 
ty minutes, and explained in detail 
the operation he had performed, One | 
pack, and two small swabs, he said, | 
were the only things inserted in the| 
wound, apart from the instruments 
used, as far as his knowledge went, 
and the only possible explanation of 
the towel being inserted in the opera- 
tion wound was that {t was contained 
in the pack handed to him by the 
nurse in attendance, ‘| 

The system followed in surgicai 
cases for checking up the packs and 
swabs used was also explained to the 
jury 

“T never place any pack or swab in 
a surgical wound unless it has a tape 
attached,” Dr. Chatham told the 
jury. Undoubtedly I placed the towel | 
in the wound in Mrs, Olsen's case, 
hut it was absolutely done without 
my knowledge. 

“I used only one pack and two small 
swabs. A towel could not be con-)| 
talned in a swab without being no- 
ticed, but It could be with the pack.| 
I did not place anything but the 
pack and the swabs in the wound in 
this case so that the towel must have! 
been In the pack.” | 

The tapes, Dr. Chatham explained, 
are attached to the packs and swabs 
and are held by a nurse so that tt) 
is known at all times how many packs | 
and swabs are tn the surgical wound. |
